There is no surer way to shrivel the cordiality 
of a professional Civil Defense worker than to ask 
him philosophical questions about his field. 
“Does a man have a moral right to use arms 
to protect his shelter against neighbors/’ or “Won’t 


full-scale CD be considered preparation for agres­ 
sion/’ are matters the CD worker is not concerned 
with. He accepts CD on a practical level and he 
wishes everyone else would do the same. 
Publicity on the philosophy of CD makes his 
job harder, he feels, by injecting confusing differ­ 
ences of opinion. 
Col. Lewis Stretch, director of Civil Defense in 
Bucks County, is definite aboil* it. “Our job is not 


philosophizing, it is saving lives if disaster comes.” 
Civil Defense policy is decided on a national 
level and is not imposed on the public. 
At least not yet. The public has almost un­ 
qualified choice in CD matters. 
This freedom to choose affects the results 
achieved by Civil Defense. 
For instance, the Federal government recent­ 


ly declared there were 59 areas in Bucks County 
having first-rate suitability for shelter in case of 
nuclear attack. 
Most of these areas are privately owned build­ 
ings. Not all owners have accepted the govern­ 
ment’s plans to stock the areas with food and water 
and mark them as shelters. Two owners, for rea-

ACCRA, Ghana (UPI) — Togo 
rebels who assassinated pro-West- 
em resident Sylvanus Olympic 
proclaimed their control of the 
small West African nation today 
and promised a new constitution 
and elections.

Olympio was killed Sunday “be­

Cafeteria Sugar OK, 
Lab Tests Disclose 


Sugar being used in the cafe­ 
terias ai Bristol Township's 15 
schools got a “clean bill of health” 
over the weekend. District Super­ 
intendent Robert P. Martin re­ 
ported today. 
Martin said that samples of 
sugar from each of the school 
cafeterias had been sent to an 
out-of-town laboratory for analy­ 
sis. The results, he stated, show 
the sugar “contains no foreign 
substance.” 
No Foreign Substance 
Bristol Township earlier had 
analyzed samples of sugar taken 
from the Abraham Lincoln Ele­ 
mentary School in Levittown af­ 
ter teachers and students reported­ 
ly were taken ill from the effects 
of eating biscuits made with al­ 
leged “tainted sugar.” 
The police analysis also showed 
the sugar contained no foreign 
substance, Martin reported. 


The sugar case grew by leaps 
and bounds to a point where 
charges of “personality clashes” 
among cafeteria workers were be­ 
ing attributed as the cause of the 
entire situation. 


Martin had made “confidential” 
recommendations to the Delhaas 
Joint School Board last Thursday 
night, but the board deferred 
taking action. The superintendent 
had recommended the transfer of 
(Continued nu Page 3.

CoM War Calmed 
In discussing world affairs, the 
chief executive said the cold war 
struggle had calmed in the wake 
of the Cuban missile crisis. He 
also noted the split between Mos­ 
cow and Peking and the eye- 
opening effect on neutral nations 
of Red China’s “arrogant invasion 
of India." 
But he foresaw "no spectacular 
reversal in Communist methods 
or goals." Neither did he men­ 
tion any hope for early settle 
ments in such world trouble spots 
as West Berlin or South Viet 
Nam. 
"A moment of pause is not 
promise of peace," Kennedy said. 
"Dangerous 
problems 
remain

Tax Biggest Issue 
Referring to his first IOO weeks 
in the White House, Kennedy re­ 
peatedly emphasized that an im

all 
other domestic issues confronting 
the newly convened 88th Congress 
"America has enjoyed 22 months 
of uninterrupted economic recov 
ery," he said. But this was not

One of the fiscal problems the 
new 88th Congress will have to 
face early this year is the budget 
ceiling, Cong. Willard S. Curtin 
declared today. 
Said Curtin: 
"I refer to the fact that the ceil­ 
ing on the national debt — raised 
at the last session to a new rec­ 
ord high of $308 billion — will 
drop automatically on April I to 
$305 billion unless Congress acts. 
Lower Limit 
Under the provisions of 
the 
debt ceiling law currently in force, 
the limit is scheduled to be low­ 
ered in successive steps to the 
$305 billion figure April I, to $300 
billion on June 24 and to the old 
so-called "permanent” ceiling of 
$285 on July I. 
"The “joker” in all this is that 
the federal budget for the fiscal 
year ending June 30 will prob­ 
ably be in the red by as much as 
$10 billion. 
"Obviously, 
then, 
not 
o n l y 
must the Administration ask Con­ 
gress to enact legislation to set 
aside 
the 
automatic 
reduction 
steps in limitations on the debt 
but it must ask for an even high­ 
er ceiling.’’ 
Curtin said a good estimate of 
the current national debt would 
be $305 billion. 
He said this limit may have 
to be boosted to $325 billion. 
‘The day of the $100 billion^i- 
year budget is almost upon us,” 
Curtin said. "It could well hap­ 
pen in the fiscal year just ahead. 
Somewhere along the 
line 
the 
simple common sense rules of 
prudent management of money 
must be applied. The headlong 
rush toward unwise and excessive­ 
ly costly goals must be flagged." 
He added "I suggest that it takes 
considerably more courage for a 


government to try to live within 
its income, or reasonably close 
to it. than to plunge pell-mell 
into one spending scem e after 
mother.
